The committee calls this a foreign 


missionary lesson, and It Is certainly 
a grand missionary story, reaching on 
even to the kingdom when 4t shall be 
fully «een that "saltation Is" of the 
Lord" (ii, 9). 
With this saying of 


Jonah I have In my mind the -words 
of the Lord Jesus to the woman of 
Samaria, "Salvation Is of the Jews" 
(John vi, 12). Putting 4he two togeth- 
er we have the great truth that salva- 
tion Is of the Lord through the Jews. 
This is and will be seen to be true of 
all individuals and also of nations. 
All the redeemed in heaven and on 
earth owe their redemption to the 
blood of a Jew, and the nations as 
such will not be saved till the^glory of 
the Lord is risen upon Israel. 
Then 


they shall come to her light and kings 
to the brightness of her rising (Isa. 
IX, 1-3; Ixii, l-3t xxvil, 6; Jer. lil, 17j 
Zech. II, 1O-12). 


We have in our lesson the only In- 


stance, as far as I know, of a -whole 
city penitent. 'But when Israel shall 
have had her resurrection from ' the 
dead and a nation of Pauls shall go 
forth into all the world witnessing as 
He did in the power of the Spirit, 
knowing all languages and having all 
wealth at their command, whole na- 
tions shall turn to the Lord in true 
penitence and "All -kings shall fall 
down before Him, all nations shall 
serve Him" (P's. bodl," 11). 


^The^Lord Jesus spoke of the experi- 
ence of Jonah in thelbelly of the fish, 
his preaching and the repentance of 
Nln,eveh, and those who question^ the 
truth of the story of Jonah question 
the veracity of Jesus Christ. It Is the 
work of the devil to question the word 
of God or the love of God (Matt, iii, 
39-41; xvl, 4; Gen. lil, 1-5). 


-Could there by a more vivid picture 


of the churches' indifference to the 
command of Christ in our Golden Text 
than that of Jonah on this ship? The 
only man -who knew tha^true God Is 
fast asleep, while the heathen sailors 
are diligently calling upon their gods. 
They only found out who he was and 
why he was there by questioning him. 


In a certain place we read that 


Jesus could not be hid (Mark vil, 24), 
but some who bear the name of Chris- 
tian seem to hide Him quite success- 
fully. Contrast II Cor. iv, 10, 11; 11, 
14.) 
Think of Samson and his fatal 


sleep, Peter, James and John asleep in 
the presence of great privilege and 
also of great suffering and consider If 
you need the question of chapter 1, 6, 
and if so what will your answer be? 
As to the great fish prepared by the 
Lord to take care of Jonah I often 
wonder why people have been so long 
looking for fishes of the same kind, 
for the record does not say that the 
Lord made two great fishes to propa- 
gate the species, but that He prepared 
a great fish. 


For aught we know the fish may have 


died when it finished its ministry to 
Jonah, as probably did the little fish 
that brought the coin to Simon Peter. 
The winds of 1, 4; iv, 8, were special 
winds for the occasion, as were also

FARMER'S VIEWS 


If you can't boost don't knock, is 
a good sentiment ordinarily for us all 
to follow; but since the Gang leaders 
entrench themselves behind the idea 
that in politics one is not expected to 
pursue the same methods in a political 
contest as would be suitable in try- 
ing for a harp or crown in the world 
above, it is only fair that license to 
knock instead of boost be given a far- 
mer in discussing this subject in the 
absence of a contest as at present. 


In the midst of whining and scold- 


ing over our present situation, the 
farmer heretofore remained some- 
what inactive because of his skepti- 
cism as to remedies that can be made 
effective. 
Time after time he has 
heard from the stump all kind of 
promises and bright looking pro- 
grams, only to lose in the end. How- 
ever, when eight newly elected Gov- 
ernors throughout the nation, call 
for the Initiative Referendum, and 
Recall, a bright beacon light appears 
and is turning skepticism into the 
most cheerful expectations. 


He has begun to feel that partisan- 


ship means only individual gain. To 
hitch one's political hopes entirely to 
one party, results often much like a 
dream in which sheep and goat are 
separated, but when you wake up 
you find both mixed in "the same field. 


The farmer, if he is to accomplish 


anything in politics, must act regard- 
less of party. 
Within the past few 
years only has this been impressed 
upon him effectively and you will ob- 
serve him wearing altogether a new 
smile; instead of appearing as for- 
merly in a doleful mood when talk- 
ing of political reform, you now find 
a cheerful individual. 
We are told 
that in nine cases out of ten a dole- 
ful character is avoided for one of 
cheerful disposition; therefore, you 
may expect to see the political boss 
sit up and take notice that the here- 
tofore hayseed is now an agricultur- 
ist; that the bill-billy no longer per- 
mits a few district workers to deliver 
the votes; and that the farmer thinks 
and acts as never before for himself. 
It is practically an insult for the sup- 
posed political worker to try any of 
the 
eleventh 
hour 
honswogglin 
methods on farmers in many of our 
rural districts. 


- It is but to laugh when we recall 
the four flush capers on the part of 
a tew self-appointed manipulators in 
the days when the delegate system 
prevailed; surely from the thinking 
tank of such schemers was hatch- 
ed the idea of our present ballot con- 
taining the 
party 
square, 
which 


serves only to create doubt and con- 
sequently 
less splitting of votes. 


When the election law creating the 
party ring or square on our ballot 
was being enacted, the late Hon. 
John Cessna protested and truthful- 
ly prophesied that the party ring 
would be a hole through which many 
an incompetent candidate would be 
pulled into office. 


If we peep behind the curtain of 


the past, the politician has himself 
to blame if he has caused such im- 
pressions that if he were to walk 
over the keys of a piano, he'd not 
strike a note on account 
of his 


smoohtness; that his talk is general- 
ly on a par with the servant girl's 
when asked if she were sure that 
Mrs. Jones was not in, said: "I'd lose 
my job if I wasn't;" or like the boy 
who when asked who would get him if 
he told a lie, said: "The devil '11 get 
me," and being told that was right, 
was asked, what if you told the 
truth? 
"Then," said the boy, "I'll 
get the devil." 


It is too serious to laugh, however, 


at the impediment Quayism placed 
in our commonwealth s path of pro- 
gress; no one can even guess at its 
magnitude. To smother intellectual, 
fearless and honest aspirants to of- 


soul called / consclence/r-of * tiotfa', tjhe 
'giver and'receiver. The'giver may 
conceal his 
foot prints; but like 


honor, we can't toss it up and catch 
it like an apple, yet we know it ex- 
ists; and so does he know that he has 
made himself a party to that move- 
ment which is nothing short of a 
canker gnawing at the very fabric of 
this Republic.

meeting is apt to bring down on one's 
head the old worn out criticisms: be- 
ware of the demagogue; those who 
kick about buying votes frequently 
are quick to accept; and the easiest 
thing in this* world is to find fault; 
and similar supposed rebukes. 
So 


just in order to convince the reader 
that we can praise, a little sunshine 
is herewith sandwiched between po- 
litical thought by way of digression. 


The late Hon. Judge Hall once 


showed me a reply that his uncle, the 
first U. S. Senator, William McClay, 
made to a party of citizens of Europe 
asking where they should locate on 
coming to America. 
You can't, says 


he, make any mistake coming to 
Pennsylvania for no other reason 
than her latitude, which is between 
th« two extremes—hot and cold. 


Florida can't raise a head of wheat 


or ear of corn. 
A Pennsylvania lad 


recently returning from there where 
he had gone for health, remarked 
that he told his friends down there 
that if it were a matter of choice as 
to his remaining there and live or re- 
turning to Pennsylvania and die, he 
would come to Pennsylvania. 


A salesman spent several years in 


North Dakota and upon returning ex- 
pressed 
himself 
as having partly 


worn himself out carrying heavy fur 
coats, freezing his ears on one occa- 
sion going across the street- from his 
hotel to a barber shop in sunshine 
when the thermometer was 42 de- 
grees below zero; and that if the- 
Governor offered him a deed for the 
entire state provided he live there, 
he'd refuse. 


From 
Oklahoma on account of 


sand storms and from the west on ac- 
count of poor drinking water in the 
past year, have returned two of our 
citizens, thinking emphatically as did 
our first Senator that Pennsylvania 
on the map is just right. 


The Creator, and not the politi- 


cian, gave Pennsylvania/not only her 
latitude, but the only anthracite coal, 
tue best of oil, veritable mountains 
of soft coal, well watered and fertile 
valleys for agriculture, and a score 
more of natural resources, including 
the chance of being first in the Amer- 
ican forest to begin 
development. 


Carnegie with steel and Rockefeller 
with oil got such a start from within 
Pennsylvania that corporations were 
hatched thick and fast; and nearly 
every one of any magnitude grew 
into our political life like magic and 
became an octopus with ten thousand 
votes. 


The result has been, the corpora- 


tions have fattened paying but three 
mill tax, and the farmer

since 


Thad Stevens, but has given only a

Destroy Peach Tree Borers Now 
Prof. H. A. Surface, State Zoolo- 


gist of Pennsylvania, in replying to 
an inquiry by a prominent fruit 
grower, says that it is important to 
remove peach tree borers at this time 
ot year. 
His reply to his corres- 


pondent is as follows: 


Replying to your letter concerning 


your peach trees which have "white 
worms at the roots," I beg to say that 
these pests are known as the Peach- 
tree borers. 
They seriously infest, 


and even readily destroy both peach 
and plum trees. They are the grubs 
or larvae of a moth which flies and 
looks very much like a wasp, as they 
dart around the trees in the daytime 
from the middle of June to the last 
of September laying their eggs. From 
these eggs hatch the white grubs 
which teed first at the outside of the

ture and, according to the Scriptures, 
was made flesh, and that He was res- 
urrected from the dead a human or 
fleshly being and ascended to heaven 
with a body of flesh. In the same 
breath we acknowledged that human 
nature is a little lower than the an- 
gelic; and thus, while still wishing 
to honor the Redeemer and to see 
wisdom and love in the Heavenly 
Father's Plan, we assumed that the 
Savior, since His ascension, has had 
a body inferior to that of the angels 
and out of harmony with His sur- 
roundings; and that this is to be tp 
all eternity a part of the cost of hu- 
man redemption. 


How absurd! 
D'o not the Scrip- 


tures particularly tell us that in His 
resurrection the Son was highly ex- 
alted b"y the Father, far above angels, 
principalities and powers and every 
Same that is named? 
Do they not 


tell us that "flesh and blood cannot 
inherit the Kingdom of God?" Do 
"they not tell us that the elect Church, 
to order to be the Bride of Messiah 
and His associate in the heavenly 
Kingdom, must be "changed, in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eye," 
in order that she may be made like 
Him, and because "flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the Kingdom?" We 
have been'too careless in our stwdy 
of the Divine Word. On this subject, 
as upon others, we have assumed that 
our forefathers of the "Dark .Ages" 
understood the matter thoroughly. 
We forgot that those who lost so 


holy, harmless, separate from sin- 
ners," while all others are sinners, 
imperfect. Like other men, the man 
Jesus was not a dual being — a spirit 
being living in a human frame. He 
was merely human. 


But the Redeemer became a dual 


being when He receivel the begetting 
of the Holl Spirit at the time of His 
baptism. 
Thenceforth, for three and 


a half years, until His crucifixion, He 
was dual. The flesh was the .same; 
but the spirit-begetting received from 
the Father constituted -Him a new 
Ego, a new person. 
He not only 


thereafter had new hopes, based up- 
on Divine promises, but He had a new 
mind or new will specially illuminat- 
ed, quickened, enlightened by the Holy 
Spirit. 
From the time of His bap- 


tism His flesh (all that belonged to 
His human nature) was given up to 
die in the carrying out of- the Heav- 
enly Father's purposes.

the Spirit-begotten One waited mere- 
ly for the accomplishment of His sac- 
rifiee according to the Father's will, 
and for a new body, a glorious body, 
in the resurrection — His completing 
or perfecting as a New Creature.

Lord's, ministry, for three and a half 
years, He was a dual personage.
